Local Man Injured in Head-On Collision 


A two-vehicle crash involving a two-ton Canadian Army 
Truck sent three people to the hospital last Tuesday night. 
one of whom was transferred to Munson Medical Center with 
multiple arm injuries.

Bourne sustained the arm 
injury and is still hospitalized at Traverse City. Extent of his 
condition is unknown. 

Two other passengers in the Bourrie vehicle, Jeffery 
Rino of Frederic, and George Rosin of Grayling. were both 
treated at Grayling’s Hospital and released. The accideni 
remains under investigation by the.

The Bible makes it plain that 
there are two resurrections 
separated by at least 1000 
years. The first resurrection is 
for the saved, and the second 
for the lost. The first resurrec- 
tion is make up of three parts 
which you may call the first 
fruits. main harvest and the 
aleenings.

doing a good job, the answer would be a 
resounding “no”. Voters get persnickety 
that way. 

A recent Associated Press-NBC poll 
showed the same results. The poll 
asked 1.600 adults to rate Congress. 
and only 20 percent found Congress 
doing a “good” or “excellent” job: 76 
percent. on the sontrary, felt congres- 
sional work was “poor” or “only fair.” 

However. 47 percent of those polled 
gave theit own representative high 
marks, and only 45 perceni handied out 
“poor” or “only fair’ marks. 

Of course, most voters feel they know 
their own Congressman or Leyisiaici. 
and that he-she couldn't be part of that 
mess down in Lansing or Washington. 
instead, the troubje is with ali ihose 
other guys. 

The recent election returns certainly 
bear out the pall There must be a moral 
in ihis message somewhere—mayhe 
something about the voters seeing the 
irees instead of the forest. or something 
like that. 

i remember one tema fom 4 
Republican Congressman about the late 
Sen. Joe McCarthy in his redhaiting 
days. The Congressman differed strong- 
ly with McCarthy—but only in private. 
In public, he praised McCarthy. 

"Sure. he’s an SOB.” the Congress- 
man explained in private. “Bul he's our 
SOB. not theirs.”

RESOLUTION 
Proposing State Financing of Court Systems 

WHEREAS, it has beea called to the attention of the Board ot 
Commissioners cf Crawford County here assembled that the costs 
af furnishing attorneys and other professional services to alleged 
indigent criminal defendants are constantly increasing: and 

_ WHEREAS, the overall costs of providing the services of 
District. Probate, and Circuit Courts is becoming increasingly 
burdensome for the taxpayers of Crawford County; and 

WHEREAS. those cases in which counsel and/or other 


professional services such as psychiatric examinations are required 
almost exclusively involve a violation af State laws and in many 
instances involve individuals from throughout the State-not just 
citizens of Crawford County; and 

WHEREAS. the Crawford County Board of Commissioner 
agree with the statement of the late Thomas M. Kavanagh, former 
Chiet Justice of the Supreme Coun of Wicingan, w he 
addressed the Michigan Legistature in February of 1974 at which 
time he said. “Michigan’s unfair, inadequate court financing has 
pecome an intolerable burden to local units of goverment, a 
financial morass that has been the source of harmful and needless 
disarray of our system of justice.”
